JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Aug. 27— 
(P)—Testimony about an alleged con- 
spiracy to assassinate Governor 
Doyle FE. Carlton and of counter 
moves by friends of the governor and 
en attorney for Alphonse Capone to 
obtain evidence was related today at 
a preliminary hearing for three men 
charged with conspiracy. 

Clem Dowling, former roommate 
of Frank Ralls, one of the defendants, 
testified that Ralls told him of the 
alleged plot and also named Henry 
Halsema and Fred OQ. Eberhardt, 
as consipartors. 
Dowling said he exposed it both to 
prevent the murder of the governor 


* ‘~ and to save Ralls “from the electric 


chair.” 

Vincent C. Giblin, former circuit 
court judge. at Fort Lauderdale, and 
attorney for Capone at Miami, re- 
lated that he came into the case as 
an investigator because Dowling said 
Ralls asserted that the slaying was 
to be laid to Capone’s men. 

Giblin said Capone personally over 
the telephone asked him to look into 
the matter after Dowling related de- 
tails of the alleged plot to J, Fritz 
Gordon, another Capone attorney, He 
said he entered it both to prevent 
execution of the alleged plot and in 
the interests of his client, the Chi- 
cago gang lord.

Dowling said Ralls told him that 
when a new governor took office, Eb- 
erhardt was to get control of the state 
road department, Ralls was to be state 
automobile license commissioner and 
Halsema to get the Jacksonville tag 
agency.

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Eva Autry Returns Un- 
expectedly—Denies She 
Left With Uncle Two 


Years Ago.

WATKINSVILLE, Ga., Aug. 27.— 
(Special)—Eva Autry, who disappear- 
ed two years ago almost simultaneous- 
ly with the sudden unannounced de- 
parture of her uncle, Florence Bell, 
arrived at the home of her parents here 
shortly after midnight this morning, it 
was learned today. 

The girl refused to give information 
concerning her whereabouts since she 
left home, merely stating that she “had 
seen her picture in the papers and de- 
cided to come home.” 

Bell returned home unexpectedly 
last week and was immediately taken 
into custody and questioned regarding 
the girl's disappearance. 

The girl has been the object of a 
nationwide search in which the radio, 
newspapers, secret service and other 
agencies were pressed into service, 

“IT saw my picture in the news- 
‘paper,” said Eva, “and thought I had 
better come back.” 

That’s all she would say. She de- 
nied having left with “Uncle Florence,” 
wealthy. Winder married man, whom 
she claims she has not seen since the

Meanwhile, Bell is still confined in 
Watkinsville jail on a charge of kid- 
naping since his arrest at the Autry 
home last week. 

A nation-wide search for Miss Autry 
was begun by Solicitor West last week 
with the assistance of newspapers and 
‘news agencies. 

Miss Autry came home at 12:30 
o'clock Wednesday morning. Some 
one knocked at the door of the Autry 
home. The family had gone to bed 
for the night. Mother and father, aft- 
er two years of anxiety, had about 
given up hope of finding their 20-year- 
old daughter, the pretty girl who at 
18 suddenly left her home and disap- 
peared, leaving not a trace, except 
tracks of her s.oes and those of Bell, 
who left the same night.

Plan Proposed 


Declaring he thought a price of 15 
cents, or nearly five cents more than 
the prevailing market, too low for 
southern cotton, Governor L. G. Hardu- 
man, a large grower himself, Wedn-.s- 


day wired Governor Dan Moody sug- 
gesting a conference of governors of 
cotton growing states to consic-r 
plans for bringing about ‘mprovement 
in the price. 

Governor Hardman’s message to the 
Texas governor was in answer to a 
wire Governor Moody sent urging a 
revival of the “buy-a-bale” movement 
and suggesting a minimum price of 
15 cents per pv id. Eugene Tal- 
madge, commissioner of agriculture, 
last week urged that the 1914 emer- 
gency movement be relaunched untii 
the present market improves. 

In his wire to Governos Moody, the 
Georgia executive suggests a confer- 
ence to be held in Atlanta at an early 
date and says: 


“Your wire of August 26 received, 
suggesting that the governors of vari- 
ous cotton producing states call the 
people’s attention to the buying a bale 
of cotton of the 1930 crop on a basis 
of 15 cents per pound. I favor some 
plan that would give to the farmers 
a better price for their cotton, ‘or I 
think 15 cents is too low. I shall be 
glad to co-operate in any plan that 
can be worked out to reach this end. 
I suggest a conference with the gov- 
ernors of the southern states and 
business farmers rather than taking 
action at once. Conference to be call- 
ed at an early date by your excellency, 
and I would suggest Atlanta.” 


FUNDS ARE SOUGHT 
BY GOV. MOODY. 


AUSTIN, Texas, Aug. J —(P)— 
Efforts to obtain funds, employment 
and other relief for drouth-stricken 
farmers were pushed today by Gov- 
ernor Dan Moody, as he reported the 
progress of the “buy a bale of cotton” 
movement and announced other plans 
for relief. 

Late today he called a meeting of 
state highway engineers, to request 
the highway department to specify in 
contracts that local labor be employed 
on all roadwork where possible. 

“Much of the roadwork,” he said, 
“is manual labor, and now that the 
crops have failed and the farmers de- 
mand employment to earn money with 
which to buy food and clothing, it is 
up to us to do all possible.” 

He also asked 
that luncheon clubs, chambers of com- 
merce and newspapers join with him 
in appealing to the people of the 
nation to buy a bale of cotton at 15 
cents a pound. 

Three governors have replied to his 
telegram to southern exe€utives ask- 
ing them to j6in him in a nation-wide 
appeal. Governor Pollard, of Virginia. 
offered his cooperation. Governor 


hearty accord with Moody except he 
thought more than 15 cents should be 
paid, and suggested a conference of 
governors and business men at Atlan- 
ta to discuss the movement. 

Governor Holloway, of Oklahoma, 
wired that he had just returned to 
his office and would give him a de- 
cision after he had considered it more 
thoroughly. 

The first bale of cotton, meanwhile, 
was purchased in Austin, by an Aus- 
tin newspaper at approximately four 
and one-half cents above the market 
price. Soon after a bank here said it 
would purchase the second bale and 
Moody received a telegram from the 
chamber of commerce at Crosby say- 
ing every business man in the city 
had pledged to buy a bale.

Contrariwise, as tweedledum and 
tweedledee might put it. 

Louise Palmer, 27, pretty and vi- 
vacious, has, so to speak, hitched her 
wagon to a starfish, and by attending 
strictly to that stellar sea denizen she 
is making a name for herself in the 
scientific world and is creating for 
herself a particularly soft spot in 
the hearts of starfish-harried oyster- 


men everywhere. When they speak 


of the Starfish Girl they do it with 
eyes humid with gratitude. 

The starfish constitutes in mgny 
waters the chief menace to the oys- 
ter. Greedy-tentacled, it descends 
upon oyster beds in northerly waters 
in immense schools, fastens upon the 
defenseless oyster hosts in a veritable 
blanket, and by an ingénious process 
of applying suction on the outside 
forces open the shell. By an even 
more ingenious process of turning its 
internal organs inside out it inserts 
its st#mach literally into the shell of 
the oyster and digests the luckless bi- 
valve at will. Yearly pecuniary losses 
occasioned by the appetite of star- 
fish for oysters have been tremendous. 


Oystermen have long striven for 
a cure for starfish trouble among oys- 
ters. It remained for Louise Palmer 
to discover that copper sulphate, the 
common blue vitriol used to clear 
algae out. of fresh water ponds and 
kill insects on plants. will slay the 
starfish and have no ill effect on the 
oysters. 

“Of course it was mer@ luck,” said 
Miss Palmer. “I was assigned to this 
work and I tried everything that I 
could possibly think of that would 
have a toxic effect on the starfish. I 


tried a lot of things that wouldn’t 
work, but eventually I found one that 
would. It still remains to seen 
whether what is efficacious in a lab- 
oratory tank will have the same ef- 
fect in the ocean.” ; 

Miss Palmer has: been doing her 
work on starfish in the laboratories 


tion of Cold Spring harbor. She plans 
this week to go down to the sea in 
motor law #hes and carry on her ex- 
perimencs on a wider scalc. 


Her idea is to drag by launch sacks 
of the copper sulphate. crystals over 
the the beds at low tide, and there is 
considerable excitement in oyster rais- 
ing circles as to the outc.me of the 
experiment. If it succeeds in the oys- 
ter beds as it has succeeded in the 
laboratory experiments, Miss Palmer 
will find herself a heroine and hailed 
as the savior of millions of oysters. 

Miss Palmer was born in western 

Kansas and studied biology at the 
University of Pennsylvania. It was 
while she was still working there that 
her opportuntiy in the United States 
bureau of fisheries came to her, and 
she has spent months of intensive re- 
search on her task of destroying the 
oyster pest. 
_ She says that outside of her biolog- 
ical work, which is fun as well as 
work for her, she likes best to cook 
and keep house. 

“Just a home girl at heart,” smiled 
the young woman who is planning to 
act as a Lucretia Borgia to innumer- 
able hordes of starfish.

The bureau of indusstrial alcohol 
announced today. that the “strange 
poison” is “ortho-tri-cresyl phosphate” 
and that the “ortho-tri-cresyl” alone 
caused. the paralysis which has been 
particularly serious in the south and 
west. The body, the investigators said, 
acted chemically on the compound in 
such a way that it “split,” and the 
poisoning resulted. 

The bureau said some unknown 
parently had hit upon the ideal sub- 
stance for adulterating my extract 
of ginger used for beverage purposes. 
The substance is cheap and the un- 
known chemist had no reason to be- 
lieve the substance would prove ex- 
traordinarily harmful. It is in fact, 
the investigators said, harmless until 
the body changes it into a poison.

pounds of tobacco at first hand this 
season, while the gross sales will ex- 
ceed this amount by a considerable 
figu-e. This is the largest tonnage 
sold in any one county in the bright 
leaf tobacco belt of Georgia. 

Of this amount Valdosta has sold 
at first ffand, 11,234,486 pounds, with 
the gross sales running much in ex+ 
cess of 12,000,000 po. ids, the goa; 
set for the season of 1920. On first 
hand sales it would appear that at 
the close of the season Valdosta will 
stand first or second in the state, 
Douglas being the only competitor in 
tonnage. 

During the third and fourth weeks 
of the sales Valdosta led the entire 
state in high average price paid; also 
having a high average for the two 
first and second weeks, a.-hough it 
did not top the state average for those 
two periods, 

The average prices on the local 
market durins the season started with 
$10.60 for thagirst week: $13.34 for 
the second: 411.05 the third week, 
and $8.59 for the fourth week. Hahira 
had average prices of $11.52, $14.08, ; 
$9.69 and 7.06 for the four weeks: 
respectively. 

In point of tonnage for the four 
weeks Valdosta jumped torward with 
an increase of 2,896,620 pounds [first 
hand seles, perhaps the largest in- 
crease of any market in the state and 
it is now expected that on first hand 
sales this increase will be extended to 
3,000,000 pounds when the final sales 
are closed here this week.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 27.—()— 
Mexico has started to clear its house 
of undesirable foreigners. Deporta- 
tion orders already have been issued 
against a considerable number, in- 
cluding several Americans. The gov- 
ernment intends to continue this prac- 
tice until only those foreigners who 
haye given evidence of their ] resi- 
dence in the country and a justifiable 
reason for being here will remain. 

Late last year the interior depart- 
ment announced that all foreigners 
resident in the country must go to 
the local office of the department and 
show proof that they entered the 
country legally and properly estab- 
lished their residence, also that they 
were not public charges or engaged 
in immoral pursuits. 

Cards entitling these foreigners to 
remain permanently in ‘Mexico were 
issued to them and the time limit 
for application was advanced on sev- 
eral occasions, finally expiring Au- 
gust 15. 

With definite information on hand 
as to which foreigners are entitled 
to remain in the country, the govern- 
ment has un to round up the . 
others. Those who simply neglected 
te comply with the registration orders 
or were unable to do so are merely 
fined, but those who fall within the 
category of undesirables are deported. 

Chinese, Poles and Armenians make 
up the bulk of those to be deported, 
although several Americans and Ger- 
mans also have been notified to leave.

Martial law wae declared, the 
agency continued, to prevent disturb- 
ances by the people who have suffered 
greatly from the business depression 
and the fall of silver prices owing to 
the civil war.

Revolt, Takes 


Succeeds Temporary Mili- 
tary Junta Which De- 
posed President Leguia. 


LIMA, Aug. 27.—()—Lieutenant 
Colonel Luis i. Sanchez Cerro, origi- 
nal leader of the Peruvian revolt, for- 
mally took charge of the government 
at 8:45 o'clock tonight, succeeding the 
temporary military junfa which de- 
posed President Leguia Monday. 


The new ruler opened the revolu 
tionary movement at Arequipa Friday 
but a faction led by General Manuel 
Ponce set up'a government here Mon- 
day and asked Sanchez Cerro to join 
as minister of war. Sanchez Cerro 
refused and, with the backing of the 
army, flew to Lima today to take the 
reins, 

The man who touched off at Are- 
quipa last Friday -the spark which 
started the revolutfon ending the Au- 
gusto B. Leguia regime arrived at 
5:05 o'clock this afternoon (same 
time, E. S. T.), landing from a Faw- 
cett Line airplane at the country club 
while thousands of hands clapped end- 
lessly. 

Masses of Peruvians shouted “Long 
live Sanchez Cerro!” when this slim 
man, meek Jooking but with an unde- 
niable fire in his eye, left the cabin 
of the .plane. 

The enthusiasm became even more 
frenzied when Sanchez Cerro crossed 
the central thoroughfare of the city. 
Giron De La Union street, where 
thousands stood bareheaded and 


shouted incessantly, “Long live San- 


chez Cerro.” 


Women leaned from. balconies and 
rained flowers over the man who is 
hailed as the savior of Peru, while 
the bells of the churches pealed and 
thousands sang the national hymn. 

When the crowd was entering Lima 
a parade was organized. Sanchez 
Cerro climbed on top of a motor 
truck, accompanied by several offi- 
cers, with cavalry from the military 
school at the head of the procession. 
Behind the truck came other mem- 
bers of military academies and the 
chief regiment of cavalry.

M. Joseph Caillaux, one time pre- 
mier of France and several times min- 
ister of finance, suddenly broke his 
three-year silence recently with an 
article in which he warns WBurope 
against a mentality which calmly 
looks forward to the next war. “In 
the first months of 1914,” says M. 
Caillaux, “people refused to believe in

tion, while today everybody — has 
grown used to the idea of massacre, 
even if we protest against wholesale 
killing.” The truth is, the French 
statesman adds, that, under our very 
noses, a new infernal unchaining of 
horrors and torture is being  pre- 
pared.

Well, what 
then? The only thing we can do, 
(leclares M. Caillaux, is to devise 
some means to protect our civilian 
population in an eventual chemical 
and aerial war. It is a meager pro- 
cram and a small consolation.

AND THE BABY IS YOURS. 


Messrs. Henry and George recently 
dramatized the old parable of the chap 
who paid the dector. They did it per- 
fectly, but still I couldn't get more 
than a wistful smile out of it. Per- 
haps I should explain that J served 


15 years at lonest practice before I 
learned how to live without working. 


So whenever I hear that story I want 
to ask whadayamean one more pay- 
ment? 

A very young doctor in a small yil- 
laze writes this little sermon: 

“My brother wao has an office job 
in . . and whose salary is about 
the average for his class of work, 
was married two years ago. Six 
months ago the first baby arrived. 
I was not in this part of the country 


at the time and he therefore did not 
consult me as to the selection of an 
obstetrician, Feeling, as many young 
married men do, that he wanted “the 
best” for his wife, he went te one of 
the leading obstetricians of the city 
whose price was too high for consid- 
eration. He did engage the services 
of this mans assistant for the sum 
of $125. When 'the event took place 
the young assistant insisted on the 
affair being held in a hospital, which 
added enough to bring the total cost 
of the baby up to $300. The labor 
was a perfectly normal one. 

“The proud father, however, did 
not lose heart until the baby was 
three months old. At that time the 
baby showcd some constipation and 
was taken to the doctor. The young 
obstetrical assistant who had been 
paid the $125 was very polite ard 
even suggested that prune juice might 
relieve the baby, but, as he was not 
a pediatrician he preferred not to 
handle the situation, but referred 
them to a man who he assured them 
was a first class pediatrician and 
would be glad to serve them. At 
this stage the proud father consulted 
me. I answered him at length and 
spoke plainly. As a result he now 
has a reliable general practitioner 
(there are a few left nowadays, even 
in the cities) who is the family ad- 
viser in~things medical. The ‘bimbo’ 
was quickly relieved and the father's 
pocketbook has had a chance to re- 
cuperate somewhat from the obstetri- 
cal fee.” 

As things ought to be, $125 is a 
fair fee for delivering a normal mother 
of a normal baby, and the doctor 
should be entitled to that reasonable 
fee whether he holds himself out as 
a common garden bao Vggeicnes or a 
hifalutin ialist. things are, 
the obstetrician probably allowed his 
“assistant” to keep for his share, 
and kept the other $75 himself. 

Fifty dollars, as things are, is a reéa- 
sonable base fee or minimum charge 
for attendance in confinement. When- 
ever anybody pays more than that, the 
chances 2 + he is wasting good money. 


Obstetricians are quite essential in 
.some cases, I mean specialists, real 


: 


specialists, doctors who practice ob- 
stetrics exclusively, not these bunk 
artists who pose as specialists in all 
complaints of women, children and 
very young or very old men, , When 
an obstetrician is required fhe is 
sorely needed, and then he is justified 
in demanding-a thousand dollars or 
whatever the patient is able to pay 
for his service. I believe no such 
specialist is needed unless or until the 


family doctor requests his service, ad- | 


vice or help. I contend I understand | *"., |

To 
get rid of this, he says in his state- 
ment of Monday: ‘Due counties for 
work on highways July, 1931, $%3,- 
000,000." Does Mr. Barnett mean to 
say to the people of Georgia that in 
order to get rideof this $3,000,000 so

(oes he mean to tell the people of 
Georgia that by July 31 he and his 
associates on the highway board will 
have already, so soon after his inheri- 
tance of: the job of Mr.-Holder, again 
run the highway department in debt 
$3,000,000? Either position he takes 
will not satisfy the people of Geor- 
gia and will still leave the people 
convinced that this $3,000,000 is set 
up in order to get rid of all of his 
wevenue ‘on paper’ in a mere effort 
to mislead the people of Georgia by 
juggling figures. The only construc- 
tion the people of Georgia can put on 
this effort of my esteemed friend, Mr. 
Barnett, is that it is a thinly dis- 
cuised but clearly apparent effort to 
bolster the waning Holder chances to 
be governor of Georgia. 


“Efforts Desperate.” 

In the desperate effort of Mr. Bar- 
nett to muddy the waters and to mis- 
lead “the people of Georgia, he at- 
tempts to get rid ‘on paper’ of $2,- 
(100,000 more of his revenue. He says 
in his Monday's statement that on 
December 31 of this year he will owe 
this much to contractors on uncom- 
pleted contracts. Why does not the 
astute Mr. Barnett be frank with 
the people of Georgia and tell them 
how much of unused state funds and 
federal aid funds he will also carry 
over into the year 1931? In his 
statement before the Atlanta Rotary 
Club, above referred to, on May 20 
of this year, he said that there is 
available during this good year 1930 
federal aid funds amounting to $5,- 
300,000. How much of this has been 
matched by state and county funds? 
To get rid of $3,000,000 he says that 
by July 1, 1951, he will owe the coun- 
ties of Georgia $3,000,000. Was this 
$3,000,000 matched by federal funds 
out of the $5,300,000 he stated as 
available for this year? If so, how 
much of the $5,300,000 federal funds 
is still unused and unmatched? 


“In his statement of May 20 before 
the Atlanta Rotary Club, the genial 
Mr. Barnett stated that he proposed 
to take out of the state funds from 
gasoline taxes and tag taxes this year 

120,000 and use it ‘in building a 
reserve fund for contingencies.’ What 
kind of ‘contingencies,’ Mr. Barnett? 
Are you predicting more storms and 
floods for the latter part of 1931 in 
addition to one already predicted? In 
your statement of Monday why did 
you not account for the $1,120,000 
which you and your associates: have 
set aside for ‘contingencies? ‘What 
has become of it? 


“In the Atlanta Rotary Club speech 
of Mr. Barnett he stated the highway 
department would have revenues for 
1930 of $19,300,000; that after pay- 
ing debts (Mr. Holder’s debts) there 
was left $13,000,000.

Therefore he and* his ‘associates have 
had ample funds to match all féleral 
aid funds up to July 1, 1931. Have 
they done this? From the Atlanta

/we note he says, ‘In round figures the 
department expects to spend $500,000 
in Overhead expense, $850,000 in re- 


a reserve fund for contingencies and 
$11,000,000 in the actual construction 
of roads.” This accounts for the en- 
tire $13,000,000 which he said would 
be left of the $19,300,000 after pay- 
ips $6,300,000 of debts inherited from 
the Holder regime were paid. In your 
statement of last week. you said. ‘We 
are matching $5,300,000 of federal aid 
funds this year.’ If you could pay

The Bank- 
head highway to Birmingham is paved 
only to the Fulton county lime, a 
distance of about ten miles. 

“After appearing before your board, 
I wrote to the United States bureau 
of public roads to ascertain the per- 
centage of federal aid funds spent in 
Georgia, and the amount spent in the 
counties of Fulton, DeKalb, Campbell, 
Douglas and Rockdale, composing the 
fifth congressional district.

advises me that the total amount of 
federal aid funds disbursed in Georgia 
up to June 30 of this year has been

Founder on Way 
To United States

TETUAN, SPANIST reMOROCCO, 
Africa, Aug. 27.—(#?)—Bearing the 
scars of a hundred desert battles, Gen- 
eral Jose Millan Astray, founder of 
the Spanish foreign legion, is on his 
way to America. 


He has been invitéd to Mexico as 
an honor guest of President Ortiz 
Rubigand the secretary of war, Gen- 
eral Joaquin Amaro. He expects to 
reach Vera Cruz September 1 on the 
Alfonso III after a stop in Havana 


|August 30 and probably will reach 


New York October 5. 


The general would like very much 
to find in the United States a cer- 
tain “Yanqui,” one of many roamers 
and adventurers, who at one time or 
another have chosen, for reasons best 
known to themselves, to enlist under 
any name that pleased them in _per- 
haps the hardest-boiled body of fight- 
ing men on earth—not excepting the 
French foreign legion; for the Span- 
ish outfit prides itself on being, if 
anything, harder than the French. 


This “Yanqui” was lying wounded 
in a Spanish Moroccan hospital and 
the wife of General Millan Astray, 
as was her custom, visited there and 
gave him a few cigarets, a smile, a 
pat on his forehead and a word of 
cheer. She did that to thousands. 

“To 20,000, all in all, I dare say,’ 
said General Millan Astray, reminisc- 
ing. “But of all those thousands that 
Yanqui did something no other le- 
gionnaire ever did. When he could 
walk he went to the town market and, 
from his few coppers, bought a little 
nt a of flowers and four pieces of 
candy. 


“He limped out to my house and 
requested to see my wife. With sim- 
plicity, yet with greet dignity, he 
presented her yt ttle flowers afid 
the four pieces of candy, 

“She was very touched, and I was 
—although, of course, I ‘could never 
let him know so because of discip- 
line. sgn f a Yanqui did, or could do, 
that. ould love to see that Yan- 
qui when I am in the United States— 
but. of course, I never will. I do not 
even know his name, or whether he 
is alive. 

“We have had fine Yanqui fight- 
ing men in the legion and some ne- 


groes have been especially notable— 
black men from the south of your 


country. They will fight, those men. 
I remember one who called himself 
Jack Johns6n. Of course, he was 
not the prize fighter. I never had a 
better non-commissioned officer. Il 
don’t know his real name. All we ask 
in the legion is that a man be a 
soldier and indifferent to hardship 
and danger. We ask no other ques- 
tions. But God help the man who 
thinks it is a place for weaklings.” 

More than 15 years ago King Al- 
fonso conceived the idea that Spain 
might well organize a foreign legion 
on the lines of the French body of 
that name in Spanish Africa. Millan 
Astray, then a captain of infantry, 
son\of one of the most brilliant police 
officers of Spain, and with a fine army 
record, -was selected to do the job. 
For 12 years he headed it, fighting 
African tribesmen. When, after 
many less serious wounds, he was 
one-eyed, one-armed and full of lead 
and dagger thrusts, spear gashes an 
saber cuts, the Spanish government 
did something it has done in modern 
times to no other of its officers. In- 
stead of retiring him as physically un- 
fit it elevated him in the active army 
list—the, highest honor that_conjd be 
given this fighting man. He is an 
‘inspector-general of the army, and 
honorary colonel of the legion which 
he made,

SLACKENS IN WEEK 


v2t | Feed grains and hay markets 


strengthened somewhat during the 
week ending August 27 as a result of 
a continuing good demand, particu- 
larly from the drouth area, according 
to the grain, hay and feed market 
news service of the United States bu- 
reau of agrciultural economcis. Feed- 
stuffs markets, however, weakened as 
buying slackened. 


Feed grain prices strengthenc | 
slightly during the week with a goo: 
demand from the diminishing supplies 
and prospects that the new corn crop 
will be unusually short. Corn prices 
at leading markets advanced 1 to 4 
cents per bushel during the week. No. 
2 yeilow corn was quoted August 26 
at Kausas City at 951-2 to 961-2c. 
at Atlanta in “bulk at $1.23 and at 
Birmingham at $1.18 per bushel. No. 
2 white corn was quoted at Atlanta 
in bulk at $1.251-2 and at Birming- 
ham at $1.20. per bushel. Oats ad- 
vanced 2 to 3 cents per bushel during 
the week, influenced by an increased 
demand for this grain. largely as the 
result of short supplies of corn, Nov. 
o white oats were quoted August 2 
at Chicago at 401-2 to 411-4c, at 
Kansas City at 403-4 to 41 1-2, at 
Atlanta in buik at 55¢ and Ne ” 
white oats at Birmingham at 51 1-2 
per bushel. 

Feed markets turned ecusier during 
the week due largely to improved pas- 
tures jn the central west as the re- 
sult of recent rains.

SOLDIERS’ FIELD. CHICAGO, 
Aug. 27.—(#)—Great Britain may 
rule the seas, but the United States 
reigns in athleties. 

On historic Soldiers’ Field, lighted 
as brilliantly as day, athletes wear- 
ing the shield of Uncle Sam conquer- 
ed the sons of the British empire in 
their dual track and field meet to- 
night, by a score of 9 to 5, before a 
record smashing crowd of 10,000 spec- 
tators., ; 

The Americans defeated the com- 
bined forces of England,’ Scotland, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa and British Guiana, in 


one of the most impressive track and 
field meets ever held. Eight records 
for the meet were smashed, with the 
Americans accounting for five of 
them. The British established rec- 
ords in the distance events in which 
they excelled. 

New marks were established by the 
Americans in the 400-yard relay, the 
Shotput, the 480-yard shuttle-hurdle 
race, the high jump, and hammer 
throw, while the British shattered ree- 
ords in the four-mile relay, two-mile 
relay and the three-mile team race. 

FIELD EVENTS. 

The Americans completely dominat- 
ed the field events, winning all of 
them, while the British amassed their 
points in the distance races in which 
they clearly demonstrated their supe- 
riority over the sons of Uncle Sam. 

Tonight’s meet was the third won 
by the United States in the duels 
with the British, the first resulting 
in a tie, 

_The Americans captured honots in 
nine of the fourteen events. A quartet 
of great sprinters started the United 
States off to’victory when Eddie ‘To- 
lan, of Michigan, holder of *the world 
record for the 100-yard dash; fJeorge 
Simpson. of Ohio State: Russell 
Sweet, former University of Montana 
star, and Cy Leland, of Texas Chris- 
tian University, conquered the British 
in the 400-yard relay in the recor‘ 
time of :37.5. From then on, the 
Americans surged steadily forward, 
although the\ invaders challenged in 
capturing the longer distance races. 

_. CLINCH VICTORY. 

With a chance of being tied the 
Americans were forced to win the last 
two events, the javelin. throw and 
the one-mile medley ‘relay. They 
stepped out and clinched these vic- 
tories, amassing a total of 594 feet 
1-2 inch in the javelin, and captur- 
ing the medley on the stretch of Ed 
Genung’s great finishing half-mile. 
Genung, former University of Wash- 
ington star, ran Tom Hampson, of 


England, off his’ feet, winning by 40 
yards in the stretch after the Briton 
had surrendered. Tolan, Simpson and 
Pete Bowen, former University of 
Pittsburgh quarter-miler, were e- | 
nungs teammates,

aseball. 


e This is the result of a survey in the 
hree-I league, conducted by the Cen- 
tral Press Association, in which aver- 
ages for both night and day baseball 
were computed and compared. The 
Three-I was one of the.first minors to 
take up night baseball on a whole- 
sale scale. 


ndividual teams, the survey shows, 
sometimes show a wide difference of 
play between their night and day 
games, but the league as a whole 
shows very little difference. 

ONE CASE. 

Thus, for instance, the Terre Haute 
(ind.) club, of the Three-I circuit, 
one of the two remaining clubs that 
play their home games in the day- 
ight hours, is far less effective in the 
field at night than in the afternoon. 
The Terriers have averaged 3.1 waies 
per night game, compared to 1.9 er- 
rors per day game, 


To balance this is the record of 
the league-leading club. Evansville, 
which, though it plays all home games 
during the day, actually is three runs 
per game better at night than during 
the day. 


That fielding under are lights can 
e just as accurate as during the day- 
light hours is indicated by the records 
of the Evansville, Peoria, Springfield 
and Decatur clubs, all of which have 
nade less errors after dark than in 
their pre-supper games. 


CLOSE AVERAGE. 


The grand average for both night 
and day games for the entire league 


shows how close the figures for both | 


kinds of play come to a general aver- 
age. The league figures show only 
one-tenth of a run difference in favor 
of night baseball, seven-tenths of a 
hit difference, also in favor of the 
are light game, and one-fifth of an 
error difference in favor of daylight 
baseball. 

The difference in runs, hits and 
errors, then, for the entire league is 
so slight that night baseball, at least 
in the Three-I league, seems to be 
of the same class as the daytime 
sport.
